The Pilots opened their season last 
week with two wins at the Dock. Last 
Wednesday they blew over Southwest- 
ern Assemblies of God University Lions 
with a 118-89 win. Leading scorers 
were First Team All-American Freder- 
icko Payne with 33, scoring 15 of those 
points from three point range. Josh 
Porter added 19, Anton Palmer had 17 
and Shadrach Roome scored 14. 

They added a second win on Satur- 
day sailing by Paul Quinn College 
Tigers in a 153-108 victory. Scoring 75 of 
those points in the first half, the Pilots 
set a new record for most points in a sin- 
gle game. By game’s end they broke 
three other LSUS records including 
most field goals made in a single game 
with 57, most three-point field goals 
made in a single game with 22, and 
most assists in a single game with 22. 
Leading scorers were Fredericko Payne 
and Anton Palmer, both with 30 points, 
and Josh Porter with 21. 

The Pilots, currently 2-0, come into 
the season ranked 10th in the country in 
the NAIA division preseason polls. At 


the close of the 2004 season the Pilots 
were ranked number 7 in NAIA divi- 
sion |. 

“We are excited about the season, 
obviously being ranked number 10 cre- 
ates some. pressure,” said Chad Mc- 
Dowell, -head basketball coach. 
“Pressure is just a word when people 
ought to be able achieve their goals, and 
we're out to achieve ours.” 

The Pilots start the season with 14 
games this month including exhibition 
games against three NCAA Division I 
schools, starting with McNeese State 
University tonight in Lake Charles. 
They will visit University of Arkansas 
on Saturday and LSU in Baton Rouge 
on Tuesday. 

“Tm looking forward to playing my 
alma mater, University of Arkansas,” 
said John Unger, assistant coach. “I 
worked for the basketball team there for 
four years.” 

They will face off with four top 25 
ranked teams in the NAIA division this 
season including Union University at 
number 6 in January, Texas Wesleyan 
University, Lyon College and University 
of Mobile. 

“Ym looking forward to playing 
Union and Texas Wesleyan,” said Mc- 
Dowell. “Of course Mobile is going to 
be an exciting game for us. They're be- 
coming a rival.” 

The Pilots return this season after 
sharing the Gulf Coast Athletic Confer- 
ence regular season title with the Uni- 
versity of Mobile and making it to the 
NAIA Sweet Sixteen. 

“We have several transfers who are 
going to make a tremendous impact on 
the team,” said McDowell. 

Adding to the team’s roster this year 
are four Division I transfers, a Division 
II transfer, and two junior college trans- 
fers. Three local players were picked 
this season as well. 

“I enjoy playing with my team- 
mates here,” said Chad Hardy, sopho- 
more guard. “I’m looking forward to

Simmons. 
The pilots return to the Dock on 


playing with Coach Howell.” 

Players returning to the Dock this 
season are Fredericko Payne, Derrick Nov. 17 for a game against Texas Wes- 
leyan at 7:30 p.m.

ANNOUNCEMENT 


The Student Government Association is required to publish proposed amendments to the 
SGA Constitution in the Almagest. The following is a proposal to amend Article IIL, Section 


3 of the SGA Constitution. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the amended text 
of Article Ill, Section 3 of the SGA Constitution shall 
read as follows (added text underlined): 


Section 3: Specific qualifications to Take and Maintain 
office, a person must: 


a. Have a cumulative grade average at LSUS of no 
less than 2.5 for undergraduate students and no 
less than 3.25 for graduate students. 


b. Not be on academic or disciplinary probation. 


c. Be enrolled as a full time student as defined by 
their college. 


d. Notify the Senate upon the violation of any of 
the above qualifications. 


Failure to meet all of the above qualifications of sub- 
parts (a c) will result in that person’s immediate dis- 
qualification from taking office. The vacancy left as a 
result of their disqualification shall be filled in the 
manner prescribed in Article III, Section 8 of this Con- 
stitution. 


Failure to meet all of the above qualifications will re- 
sult in the immediate removal from office of that per-

son, and the vacancy shall be filled in the manner pre- 
scribed under Article III, Section 8 of this Constitution. 


Failure to meet Article III, Section 3, subpart (d) will 
result in the immediate referral to the University Stu- 
dent Affairs Committee for possible disciplinary ac- 
tion. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that, if approved by a 
two-thirds vote of the Senate, a copy of the proposed 
amendment be published in the LSUS newspaper; 
and, 


BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED, that a special election 
be called for the student body to vote on the proposed 
amendment. 
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Professor to speak at upcoming presidential lecture series

Dr. William Pederson, po- 
litical science professor, will de- 
liver a lecture on former 
president Bill Clinton at Hofs- 
tra University on Saturday. The 
presidential lecture series at 
Hofstra University is one of 
only two presidential confer- 
ence series in the nation, with 
the other happening at LSUS. 

According to Pederson, 
Hofstra’s presidential series 
deals with recent ex-presidents. 
Their first conference series, 
held in 1982, was entitled 
“FDR: The Man, the Myth, the 


Era — 1882-1945.” The series fo- 
cused on the presidency of 
Franklin Roosevelt, who held 
office when Hofstra was found- 
ed. Since then, the lecture se- 
ries have featured every 
president since Roosevelt. 

The last conference was en- 
titled, “George Bush: Leading 
in a New World,” and was held 
in 1997. Pederson’s lecture, en- 
titled, “Bill Clinton’s Clemency 
Record: Machiavellian or Mag- 
nanimous?” will take a look at 
the pardons issued by Clinton 
and how his clemency com- 
pared to the policies of other 
presidents. 


“What I'm interested in is 
the personality of the presi- 
dents,” Pederson said. “Granti- 
ng clemency is rarely popular 
in the eyes of the public.” 

Pederson’s first published 
article in graduate school was 
regarding presidential clemen- 
cy, in which he did a compara- 
tive study of clemency policies 
from each president. Pederson 
noted that many of the “Mount 
Rushmore” presidents had 
strong clemency policies, par- 
doning very few people before 
the ends of their terms. 

Pederson, who attended 
the Hofstra conferences for

Gerald Ford and Jimmy Carter, 
was contacted in July to present 
a lecture for the upcoming se- 
ries.

The LSUS Career Center is known 
for the wide range of services that it of- 
fers to students who currently attend 
and who have graduated from the uni- 
versity. With graduation approaching 
in December, seniors are preparing to 
start their search for jobs. 

The LSUS Career Center is one tool 
available to graduating students. The 
Career Center offers a few different 
services that will teach seniors the 
things they need to know before going 
out into the market to look for jobs. 

“The Career Center offers students 
career counseling, résumé writing, 
practice interviewing and assisted job 
search planning,” said Brian Hirsch, di- 
rector of the Career Center, 

Hirsch said these services are un- 
derutilized and that students are not 
making the kind of progress in job 
searching that they could. 

One thing that graduating students 
most likely notice when they fill out 
their graduation applications is the sur- 
vey by the Career Center that is includ- 
ed with their application. This survey is 
set up to see where the students are in 


their work status and where they plan 
to move with that status. The survey 
has been in effect for four years. 

“T was not aware of the services 
that the Career Center offered in help- 
ing with graduation and job search- 
ing,” said Shalan Musgrove, senior 
English major. “I think it is great that 
they offer these services though.” Mus- 
grove said she felt a little better after 
finding out there were services offered 
that could help her with job searching. 

Peyton Guy, senior Spanish major, 
also said he did not know about the Ca- 
reer Center‘s services. 

“L would use the services online if | 
needed to use them now that I know 
they are there,” said Guy. 

The services provided by the Ca- 
reer Center are available by appoint- 
ment. There are services provided 
online by e-recruiting. The online serv- 
ices provide students with a look at 
some of the employers in the area that 
are in need of employees. Students are 
able to post their résumé so that poten- 
tial employers may access it. This serv- 
ice is not a placement service but does 
give students an insight as to what is 
available to them.

Upcoming Star Party to focus on Mars

LSUS students and the gen- 
eral public of Shreveport- 
Bossier City will have the 
opportunity to take a closer 
look at the heavens on Satur- 
day. The Mars Star Party, 
which is hosted by the Shreve- 
port-Bossier Astronomical Soci- 
ety, offers the chance to view 
and better understand both the 
sun and Mars. 

The gathering on Saturday 
is the last of the Star Party se- 
ries and will consist of a lecture 
and solar observation that af- 
ternoon, with the Mars viewing 
happening at Worley Observa- 
tory after dark. 

“Sometimes you just want 
to be awed by the wonder of it 
all,” said Dr. Laura Whitlock, 


assistant professor in the de- 
partment of Chemistry and 
Physics. Whitlock, who will be 
on hand at the Mars observa- 
tion to answer questions, is tak- 
ing her personal telescope for 
the viewing. “The view of 
Mars will be outstanding.” 

According to Whitlock, 
those attending the party will 
be able to see a “very interest- 
ing” dust storm on Mars’ sur- 
face, as well as the planet's 
white polar caps. 

“There is no question,” 
said Whitlock, “Mars had a lot 
of water on its surface,” 

According to Whitlock, the 
presence of water leads to the 
possibilities that life formed 
and died out, hasn’t formed yet 
or may dwell beneath the sur- 
face of the red planet. 

“Weather permitting, it 
should be a fun evening,” said 
Dr. Cran Lucas, professor of bi- 
ological sciences and president 
of the Shreveport-Bossier As- 
tronomical Society. “We won't 
see Mars this close [to Earth] 
until 2018.”

has held the star parties for 40 
years, offering the public a 
chance to closely view bodies 
such as the sun, moon and 
planets within our solar sys- 
tem. Lucas has participated in 
the parties for nearly 20 years. 

“[Astronomy] is a part of 
our cultural foundation,” said 
Lucas. “It’s also downright fun 
to do.” 

“The less we know about 
the universe, the less we know 
about ourselves,” said Chad 
Patterson, a freshman environ- 


mental science major. “It’s very 
important to know what makes 
up the universe.” 

According to Patterson, 
more people turn out for the 
Mars lecture rather than the ob- 
servation. “It's hard to get peo- 
ple interested in astronomy 
these days.” Patterson, who 
cites a “big interest in astrono- 
my,” encourages students to 
bring both friends and family. 

The Mars Star Party will 
begin at LSUS with a solar ob- 
servation at 1 p.m, Saturday, 
Through the use of special fil- 
ters and a high-powered tele- 
scope, participants will be able 
to view the chromosphere of 
the sun, which, according to 
Whitlock, is the layer below 
what is seen by the human eye. 

The lecture and slideshow 
presentation, entitled “Mars 3- 
D,” will take place in the Sci- 
ence Lecture Auditorium from 
2-3 p.m. The Mars observation 
will begin after dark at Worley 
Observatory. Those interested 
in attending should take High- 
way 1 eight miles south of cam- 
pus, then turn left for.1.7 miles.

Chimp Haven has officially 
opened its doors to the public with 
a grand opening celebration. 

Leah Owen, a pre-nursing stu- 
dent, went with the Biology Club 
to Chimp Haven during the public 
grand opening. 

“There is something awesome 
about humans not just being the 
observers,” said Owen. “I got the 
impression that the chimps were 
observing the humans. For the first 
time in their lives they have some 
freedom. They are no longer con- 
fined to a laboratory.” 

Dr. Steven Lynch, professor of 
biology, is active in the Chimp 
Haven project and is on two com- 
mittees—the Education Commit- 
tee and the IACUC Committee 
also called the Chimp Care Com- 
mittee. This committee makes sure 
the chimps are cared for and that 
the facilities meet regulations, 
among many other responsibili- 
ties. 

“I came in during the process 
of picking sites,” said Lynch, men- 
tioning that he did not get in- 
volved at the very beginning but 
first heard about Chimp Haven 
through friends, church members 
and the media. “I was familiar 
with the taxonomy of the area so I 
spent hours making environmen- 
tal assessments, helping them 
identify plants and evaluating the 
condition of the land.” 

Lynch said his favorite part 
about Chimp Haven was “the 
chimps—to see them get a chance 
to taste full life and to see them 
have this opportunity.” 

He laughs as he remembers 
two of the first chimps he met that 
became his favorites— Augusta, a 
flirtatious female who liked Lynch 
from the beginning, and Puddin’, 
a now rehabilitated, overweight, 
depressed male. 

Another part of Chimp Haven 


Lynch said he liked was “the peo- 
ple out there working,” saying 
they were, “a great group of peo- 
ple.” 

“I certainly have learned much 
about chimp behavior and care 
and about the IACUC rules that 
govern the use and care of animals 
used in science and medicine,” he 
said. “I have also had my faith re- 
stored in the ability of a govern- 
ment sponsored project running 
smoothly and efficiently. That is 
probably due to an excellent staff 
and the lack of any involvement by 
the state of Louisiana.” 

Owen said there are many rea- 
sons to visit Chimp Haven even if 
people aren’t science majors. 

“Tt was sort of educational and

fun. The opening was an experi- 
ence enjoyed by all walks of life 
and people from every age 
group.” 

Lynch said “visitors can learn 
what they can do to volunteer time 
and financial resources to help us 
involve Chimp Haven in the edu- 
cation of our school children.” 

He also said that the volunteer 
work is “enriching and has the 
possibility for employment oppor- 
tunities.” 

This chimpanzee sanctuary is 
housed on 200 acres of land donat- 
ed by the Caddo Parish Commis- 
sion and is the first federally 
funded chimpanzee sanctuary. 

A second public grand open- 
ing is scheduled for Nov. 19.

And Foxx keeps remind- 
ing Hollywood that black people can do 
more than just comedies. 


Chris: | really liked the plot of the film. At 
first I thought it was a bit cliché, but as the 
movie progressed, it kept getting better 
and better. 


Derrick: I didn't think it was cliché at all. 
Other war movies focus only on the phys- 
ical aspects of battle. Examining conflict 
from a purely psychological standpoint 
was new and refreshing. 


“Stubbs the Zombie” is a first-person 
shooter for Xbox where you play as a zom- 
bie who throws his internal organs as 
grenades and can rip his own limbs off and 
use them as weapons in an attempt to sat- 
isfy his hunger for human brain matter. 
This is really one for the kids. 

Don’t worry if you've never played it. 
Neither have I, but it has no impact on my 
interest in the game’s soundtrack — a 
quirky alternative rock tribute to a dozen 
oldies (plus an out-of-place original from 
Phantom Planet. I guess they didn’t get the 
memo). 

Cake fill their version of “Strangers in 
the Night” with the sort of jazzy lounge en- 
ergy and off-key speaking/singing of front- 
man John McCrea that the band is 
recognizable for. 

Audio filters strip the depth out the 
sound on the Dandy Warhols’ version of 
“All I Have to Do is Dream” in an attempt 
to make it sound like it’s coming through 
on an old radio — a trick that never lets up 
for the song’s 3-minute run and grows stale 


Clem Snide’s “Tears on My Pillow” is 
pleasant, but the horn section work sounds 
way too much like something you’d hear in 
the buffet line at Shoney’s. 


Chris: True, the psychological approach 
hasn‘t been done in a lot of war movies be- 
fore. Normally when you see this type of 
approach you see it in a war crime movie. 
The cinematography in this film was fan- 
tastic. 


Derrick: Yeah, the camera work was on 
point. The scene where Jake was all cata- 
tonic while bombs were exploding around 
him was one of the best scenes I've seen in 
any movie. 


Chris: Yes...that brought feeling and depth 
to the picture. It was beautiful. You know, 
there was one guy in the movie I really 
liked—Peter Sarsgard. I think his acting 
was just as good as Jamie or Jake's per- 
formances. 


Derrick: Yeah, he put it down too. I don't 
think there was as much evolution in his 
character in comparison to some of the 
others though. Overall everyone acted 
their asses off in this movie. 


Chris: Normally I don’t like a lot of war 
movies based on current or recent con- 
flicts because there is still too much bias 
about the wars, but this is going on my 
DVD purchasing list a.s.a.p. The "Ameri- 
can Beauty" director used his talents to 
turn a lot of scenes that could have been 
ordinary and lifeless into a truly cinematic 
experience. 


Derrick: I feel what you're saying. I'm not 
a big war-movie person myself, but this is 


Rouge Wave's “Everyday” is another 
decent track, but it fails to live up to a sin- 
gle track on the band’s two full-length re- 
leases.

The track suits Ben Gibbard’s signa- 


ture voice and the band’s typical sentiment 
so perfectly that it makes it obvious why 
Death Cab was the perfect band for the job. 
However, it’s still a tad on the boring side. 


The Raveonettes cover of “My 


Boyfriend’s Back” is the most interesting of 
the bunch. Recorded in the band’s typical 
dark-garage rock style, it's probably the 
only song worthy of receiving many re- 
peated listens on the whole album and it 
was already available on the band’s last al- 
bum. 


Unfortunately, the collection of songs 


comes out being deader than the rotting 
corpse of the game’s protagonist. The prob- 
lem isn’t that the bands are bad but the 
concept just sounds so much better than it 
does over headphones. 


Sigh. Maybe it’s the material that’s just 


a little too cheesy, but these true-to-the- 
original covers just don’t stack up in the 
way one would hope a soundtrack featur- 
ing some decent acts like Death Cab for 
Cutie, The Flaming Lips, The Walkmen 
and Ben Kweller might. . 


Nothing’s terrible about it, I just can’t 


picture myself listening to the darn thing 
once I put it in the old CD book. 


Derrick: I wouldn't say it glorified their 
roles in war, but it clearly didn’t neglect 
the emotional turmoil the soldiers went 
through. And the women I saw weren't 
engaged in battle—unless you consider 
butt-naked twister a battle. 


Chris; Altogether this wasn’t your stereo- 
typical war flick, and that's what made it 
unique. From excellent acting to direction, 
this film is a must see for everyone. 


Derrick: I couldn't agree more. Those who 


,are sick of the shoot-em-up, wannabe, 
_Rambo-type war movies will find a breath 
- of fresh air in this one. FYI, this is a war 
“movie for the thinking man, so if you're 
’ feeling lazy go see "Doom" instead.
